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SB County 
to pay panel's 
expenses

Santa Barbara County will have to dig 
into its own treasury to pay the $100,000 
potential cost of operations for the new 
County Formation Commission, it was 
disclosed today. 
County Administrative Officer Ray 
Johnson said previous reports that the 
state would somehow reimburse the 
county for the money proved untrue. He 
said he had talked with a member of the 
governor’s office and had been told the 
money w ill be provided by the state on a 
loan basis, which, of course will have to 
be repaid. 
The $100,000 amount is stipulated by a 
County Formation Commission Act of 
1974 to finance the study of county split 
feasibility. Less than that amount can be 
spent. 
Johnson said the fund will provide each 
commissioner $50 per diem , the salary 
for other staff members and expenses 
such as stationery and postage. 
Some 
salary consideration must also be given 
for an attorney, according to Johnson 
Johnson squashed previous reports 
that a member of his office would serve 
in some sort of coordinating capacity for 
the newly appointed commission. 
He 
said he wanted to avoid any hint that the 
county was wielding any influence over 
the commission. 
As mandated by state law the commis­ 
sion will determine the feasibility of 
splitting the county into two parts at 
Gaviota. 
Regardless of what the com­ 
mission determines, however, there’ll be 
a countywide election to give the voters 
a chance to decide the fate of the split 
proposal. Date of the election will be set 
by the governor’s office after final con­ 
clusion of the commission effort. 
The 
gather facts an<f could petition tfie state 
for an additional 180 days, Johnson said. 
Meanwhile the setting of a date for the 
commission’s first or formation meeting 
was delayed this morning because one of 
the commissioners was reported on 
vacation. The law says the first meeting 
must be held during the 10 days im­ 
mediately following notification of the 
last commissioner. 
The vacationing 
commissioner was believed to be W. 
Mark Durley Jr.. of Santa Maria Others 
on the commission are John K. Flynn, 
John D Kay, Helen L. Pedotti and Mary 
K Wright. 
Johnson said he had been informed by 
sources 
in Sacramento that the first 
commission meeting probably w ill not be 


scheduled before the latter part of next 
week. 
Johnson said he had already responsed 
to an appeal by Fourth District Super­ 
visor Robert L. Hedlund for information 
on county obligations in support of the 
commission operations. 
Hedlund had asked for “ a review of ex­ 
penses for commissioner’s reimburse­ 
ments, personnel and personnel ex­ 
penses to support their activities.’’ 
Hedlund told the Record Tuesday that 
he was “ delighted” with the makeup of 
the commission. 
“ 1 think they give a 
public image of impartiality. 
This is 
particularly important for the Fourth 
District because the area has been 
dragged into the county split issue.” 
The latter part of Hedlund’s statement 
was believed spurred by the low interest 
in the split proposal shown by residents 
in the Lompoc-Santa Ynez area. Most of 
the signatures on petitions that resulted 
in the call for an election came from the 
Santa Maria area 
Reaction to the governor’s appoint­ 
ments came from other quarters. Super­ 
visor W illiam B Wallace of Santa Bar­ 
bara. said he was “ relatively pleased 
with the appointments. 
He said he 
knows two of the appointees. Wright and 
Pedotti and felt that “ these people aren't 
going to roll over and play dead for the 
Santa Maria Chamber of Commerce.” 
George Smith of Santa Maria, reputed 
major force behind the split proposal, 
was displeased with the appointments. 
Of Wright, Smith said: “ Wright is a 
women’s libber. How does that qualify 
her to sit on the commission?” 
Smith was uncertain how he felt about 
Kay.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Completing a 
two-hour talk with President Carter to­ 
day, Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul 
Khaddam said he hoped for a Mideast 
peace conference this year, but said the 
Palestine Liberation Organization should 
be a participant. 
MAs far as Syria is concerned, the 
representatives of the Palestinians are 
the PLO ,” the Arab leader said through 
an interpreter. 
Israel, in a conditional acceptance of 
the U S -sponsored Mideast peace plan, 
has agreed to allow Palestinians a role in 
the talks, but only as long as they are not 
members of the PLO. 
“ We have underscored the fact, our 
own opinion, that there is no Palestinian 
who can claim to represent the Pales­ 
tinians outside the PLO ,” Khaddam told 


reporters. 
When asked Carter’s reaction to that 
view, Khaddam replied: “ It is not my 
job description to speak for the president 
of the United States.” 
The president also scheduled meetings 
with Sharif Abdul Sharaf, chief of the 
Royal Court of Jordan.

Skateboard park negotiations 
with builders to begin soon

The City of Lompoc plans to enter 
negotiations soon with R K and As­ 
sociates for the construction and opera­ 
tion of a local skateboarding park 
RK was one of two companies that sub­ 
mitted a bid for the job 
The other was 
BK B Associates, which will be con­ 
structing a racquetball facility in town. 


In R K ’s proposal to the city, the 
skatepark would have up to nine dif­ 
ferent “ track elements,” including a 
freestyle area 
There would also be an 
area for skateboard classes and safety 
instruction. 
The tracks would be designed for 
skateboarders of differing abilities, 
ranging from beginner to expert. 
And 
the skateboarders would have to meet 
skill requirements before being allowed 
to use the more difficult tracks. 
“ Track monitors” would control skat­ 
eboard tra ffic and enforce rules, 


emphasizing “ reaction with safety.” 


The facility, to operate both day and 
night, would also include a snack bar, 
“ pro shop” for rental and sales of 
skateboard equipment and accessories, 
pinball arcade, first aid center and area 
for spectators. 


Besides classes, skateboarding exhibi­ 
tions and contests would be planned to 
arouse community interest and involve­ 
ment in the sport. 
The R K proposal says persons from 
the community would be hired and 
trained to operate the park. It also es­ 
timates the need for 10 to 15 part-time 
workers. 
Two Lompoc residents head R K : 1) 
Louis Rubinstein, presidently employed 
by NASA as a chief of safety operations 
at Kennedy Space Center and 2) James 
S Kelly, a U S Air Force colonel serving 
as Director of Procurement and Support 
for SAM TEC (Space and Missile Test 
Center). 


They have been joined by Jack Dimon 
and Ton Borges, experts in the field of 
skatepark construction and manage­ 
ment. 


According to biographical reports in a 
bid to the city, Dimon has directed world 
championship skateboard competitions, 
and has served as adviser for a 
skateboard safety file, and as a consul­ 
tant on skateboarding to parks and 
recreation departments. 


A biography on Borges says he is an 
expert in the use of concrete and in the 
design of concrete safety systems. He 
worked with the state on construction of 
the C alifo rn ia Aqueduct, and on 
freeways. He also worked on design and 
safety systems used for the Long Beach 
Grand Prix. 
Items to be negotiated between RK 
and the city include the acreage required 
for the park, rent, insurance, parking, 
hours of operation, fees and other leasing 
arrangements

“ You name it, everything we do is 
measured.” Hospital Administrator Jack 
Hudock said. " It ’s the method devised 
by Congress to insure your tax dollars 
are wisely spent.” 
Base hospitals are thus under firm, 
though indirect, pressure to count 
everything they do. 
SAC headquarters lets hospitals know 
they’re showing lighter workload figures 
“ very subtly.” Hospital Commander 
William J. Lawson, said, “ when they tell 
you the num ber of beds yo u 're 
authorized.” 
“ When they say you’re authorized one 
bed. this means so many doctors, so 
many nurses, so much money, etc.,” 
Lawson said 
“ Every six months,” Lt. Col. Hudock 
explained, “ they look at your workload 
And if it doesn’t justify 50 beds, they 
drop you to 45.” 
On the other hand, he continued, if 
workload statistics show full bed use. 
they’ll authorize more beds.

Hospital 
administrations 
therefore, 
have a responsibility to see that all 
patients seen are tallied, so at least they 
don’t lose the needed physicians they 
already have. 
Hudock wanted to m ake cle a r, 
however, that when Vandenberg’s 
Hospital adm inistration 
took steps 
recently to increase the numbers of 
patients seen. “ We didn’t do it to justify 
the staff, we did it to justify decreasing 
the large unmet need out there. We had 


patients with, two-, three-, four-week 
waiting times.” 
As a Vandenberg physician’s assistant 
commented. ‘‘We’ve got people banging 
on the door. We’ve got to let them in.” 
But also, hospitals would logically tend 
to want to increase the numbers they 
show to higher administrative levels 
Patient reports showing high “ produc­ 
tivity,” a term Col Lawson uses, would 
reflect well on both the hospital and the 
hospital commanders.

Gas price control end 
not acceptable to Carter 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - Ending 
federal price controls on natural gas is 
“ flatly unacceptable” and courts a 
presidential veto, the White House 
warns. A pair of Democratic senators 
may spare President Carter the trou­ 
ble. 
A filibuster blocking a proposal to lift 
price controls grounded the Senate for a 
fourth day Tuesday amid signs that 
backers of deregulation would com­ 
promise just to get debate moving again. 
Sens. Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., and 
Jam es Pearson, R-Kan., suggested con­ 
tinuing federal controls on new onshore 
natural gas for the next two years rather 
than immediate deregulation. 
But the proposal did not dampen the 
filibuster-by-amendment plied by Sens. 
Howard Metzenbaum of Ohio and James 
Abourezk of South Dakota to block total 
deregulation or any compromise for­ 
mula for lifting the controls. 


An earlier compromise offered by Sen. 
Henry Jackson, D-Wash., to sharply 
raise the price of natural gas but omit 
deregulation met the same fate. 
The Senate battle is for high stakes. 
Natural gas is used to heat 55 per cent of 
America’s homes and is an important 
fuel in industry. 


And the House already has passed the 
President’s version of a bill which, in ad­ 
dition to hiking the price 29 cents to $1.75 
per thousand cubic feet, extends federal 
price controls into the lucrative in­ 
trastate market. 


The Senate, therefore, is the natural 
gas producers’ last chance to block 
federal invasion into the instrastate 
market where gas often sells for more 
than $2. 
Abourezk and Metzenbaum say they 
are willing to go for "weeks and 
months” to defeat deregulation. 


American ownership of canal 
'vital to U.S.', committee told 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - Retired 
Adm. Thomas Moorer, former chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said today it 
was “ vital to U.S. interests” to retain 
complete ownership and control of the 
Panama Canal. 
Giving the canal up could turn it Into 
the “ satellite base of an adversary,” 
Moorer told a House committee. 
His testimony contrasted sharply with 
the opinion of M o orer’s form er 
colleagues at the-Pentagon who have 
urged ratification of the treaties, and 
said it is in the national interest to do so 
The current chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. Gen. George Brown, 
pushed for acceptance of the agreements 
Tuesday before a Senate committee 
Conservative opponents of the treaties 
have charged the administration is 
covering up dissent within the Pentagon 
over the treaties. Defense Secretary 
Harold Brown Tuesday called that 
suggestion an insult. 
But today Moorer said any chairman 
of the joint chiefs “ w ill immediately 
perceive that it is vital to U S interests 
to retain complete ownership and control 
of the Panama Canal. 


“ I ’m very much concerned about the 
proposals to surrender the canal to a lef­ 
tist oriented government allied with 
Cuba. 
“ There exists the potential danger for 
giving this U S advantage to a man who 
might allow or might be persuaded that 
lt was in his best interest to permit 
Soviet power and influence to prevail by 
proxy over the canal, in much the same 
manner as happened in Cuba,” Moorer 
said. 
The former navy officer said “ recent 
history indicates that the Canal Zone 
could quickly become the satellite base 
of an adversary.” 
T h e administration has warned the 
Senate not to amend the treaties with 
restrictive reservations, fearing such 
language could trigger Panamanian 
rejection of the accords. 
Yet, in two days of hearings in the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
this week, both Republicans and 
Democrats have pressed Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance and Secretary Brown 
to explain apparent differences of in­ 
terpretation with Panama on key arti­ 
cles. 


Patient load impairs 
care, says physician

Does he have enough time for 
patients*’ Vandenberg obstetri­ 
cian Fred Burkhard was asked 
“ At tim es th at can be a 
problem .” he said. 
The 
OB GYN clinic often treats 
women with serious marital, 
emotional, sexual difficulties, 
problems which “take an awful 
lot of time to sort out,” he 
said 
In another d e p a rtm e n t, 
h o sp ita l 
a d m in is tr a tio n 
changed the Internal Medicine 
schedule so that more patients 
could be seen there, internist 
Ronald Reider said. 


He treats patients with high 
blood pressure, heart and 
kidney problem s, diabetes, 
emphysema, asthma, ulcers, 
arthritis and epilepsy, among 
other ailments. 
And “ it's not just the diver­ 
sity of the d iseases,” Dr. 
Reider describes his field. “ We 
have some very, very sick peo­ 
ple that take a tremendous 
amount of time." 
Dr 
R eiders new schedule 
allows less time for “ making 
rounds.“ or visiting inpatients: 
from 8 a m 
to 8:50. 
while 
before he had until 10 a m. 
“This is not enough time to 
make rounds properly.” he 
said 


He should also have time 
allotted at the end of the day to 
revisit 
inpatients, 
especially 
the sickest and those whose 
conditions might have changed. 
Dr Reider said Without such a 
time set aside. “ I feel that, for 
me. this particular schedule 
that I’m told to follow is not op­ 
timal.“ he said 
Also, the Central Appoint­ 
ment Desk (CADi. which fills 
in Reider s schedule based on 
administration direction, may 
not always allot the time he 
needs for patients. 
He may 
have to schedule return ap­ 
pointments. 


“ Internal medicine requires 
you to speak with the patient 
and get a discussion of the 
problem 
It takes longer than 
some other specialties,” Dr. 
Reider said 
“ I feel that 
sometimes there is not optimal 
time to handle the problem ” 


Dr. Mary Carlson in Primary 
Care told of facing a similar dif­ 
ficulty. 
“I think wherever you have a 
clinic with a central appoint­ 
ment desk thev’ve just got to 


fill in every line,” she said, 
“and by the time you find out 
you need time, you’ve got 
names, names, names.” 
Prim ary Care physicians, 
who first treat the bulk of new 
patients, may need additional 
time for diagnosis. 


“If 
y o u ’re 
s e e in g 
predominantly retired people 
with m ulti-com plaints, 
not 
necessarily all severe, but mul­ 
tiple problems, it takes a while 
to sort these out," she said. 
Often persons come in saying, 
“I just feel terrible, but I don’t 
know where — all over.” 
“It takes a while to find out 
how to help that person.” Dr. 
Carlson said, even though such 
a task “counts just the same” 
as quickly filling out a prescrip­ 
tion slip for another patient. 
On the whole, the military 
patient count system does not 
give extra “ points,” so to 
speak, for dealing with com­ 
plicated rather than simple 
problems. 
It tends to reward 
speed rather than devoting time 
to patients. 
This can give the impression 
the system favors quantity 
rather than quality — when 
quality involves extra time 
Col Lawson commented. “To 
a certain extent what (Dr. 
R am os'says is true If you see 
less patients you can offer bet­ 
ter care But at some point you 
reach diminishing returns.” 


Dr Carlson, a family physi­ 
cian for 30 years who joined the 
Air Force on a sabbatical, says 
she can still provide good ser­ 
vice to the high numbers of 
patients she sees 
“You have to train yourself 
to size up right away 
a 
patient's problem, not waste 
a lot of words, not let them 
waste the tim e,” she said. 
“You have to learn to get the 
most out of a small (amount of 
tim e! and this takes ex­ 
perience" 
“One learns to be more ef­ 
ficient." a physician’s assistant 
said 
“One cuts out the chit 
chat 
Cut the fat and you got 
the lean." 
“We could all use more time, 
ideally." Dr 
Carlson said. 
“ But it isn't feasible anywhere 
unless you're in a university 
setting 
With the young physi­ 
cian that spends an hour with 
each patient, it's a learning ex­ 
perience at first But you can't 
do it for the rest of your life." 
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Supervisors turn down 


special performance pay 


Although the Board of Super­ 
visors Monday passed a con­ 
sultant’s recommendations to 
change nearly 150 county 
managerial salaries, they ig­ 
nored a policy to institute 
special pay for performance. 
Hay Associates of Chicago 
noted in their recommendations 
that "compensation has as a 
policy been related to tenure 
rather than performance” and 
suggested the county study the 
feasibility of instituting a merit 
system beyond what they have 
now. 
The county does have a merit 
system now, but “in operation, 
they have become automatic” 
if perform ance is sim ply 
satisfactory, commented Helen 
Laubengayer of the Personnel 
Office. 
Personnel Director Sidney 
Simms said they haven’t forgot­ 
ten about merit raises above 
and beyond the current 5-step 
pay, as recommended by Hay. 
He has his doubts that it can be 
instituted for management 
positions since some of the 
managers “ are elected of­ 


ficials, and who evaluates 
them?" 
Hay recommended adding 
three pay steps above the 
current A through E categories, 
setting a limit on each one 
where only 25 per cent 
of 
employes could reach step F, 15 
per cent step G and 10 per cent 
step H. 
The salary schedules the 
supervisors passed Monday “is 
the easy p art.” commented 
Simms. The county is studying 
th e ir whole perfo rm an ce 
system, which is called "the 
hard part” because much of it 
is subjective. 
The performance part of the 
Hay report was left out by the 
modifications made by Ad­ 
ministrative Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson, presumably since 
more study is needed, par­ 
ticularly in setting up such a 
system for management. 
Hay also recommended 24 
m anagem ent sa la rie s be 
decreased, including the posi­ 
tions of Mental Health Services 
Director, Transportation Direc­ 
tor. Flood Control Engineer, 


Air Pollution Control Director 
and Deputy Director of Ad­ 
ministration in Health Care. 


However, Johnson and the 
board are not decreasing 
anyone’s salaries, but will 
freeze them until such time as 
regular cost-of-living increases 
catch up to them. 


In surveying Santa Barbara 
county employers, both private 
and public, the Hay consultants 
concluded that the county’s 
“ actual salary practice is 
below average for all but the 
low est level m anagem ent 
jobs ” 
They also felt elected 
positions weren’t paid enough, 
but that “several medical and 
quasi-medical 
positions are 
high " 


The salary adjustments pas­ 
sed by the board Monday — 
costing the county about 
$150.000 more per year when 
fully instituted — take care of 
assumed inequities in pay, but 
still do not recognize that some 
workers are better than others 
and should be paid accordingly

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Serious crime, for the first time 
in four years, failed to increase 
substantially last year, the FBI 
says. 
The FBI said Tuesday 11.3 
million serious crimes were 
reported to the FBI in 1976, a 
0.4 per cent increase over 1975 
Adjusted figures showed the 
gain was no more than the pop­ 
ulation increase, it said. 
The number of serious crimes 
per 100,000 population de­ 
creased by .3 per cent, the FBI 
said. 
The overall crime rate was 
reported 37 per cent above that 
of 1972 and 76.2 per cent above 


that of 1967. 
Violent crimes last year dip­ 
ped 3.9 per cent from 1975 
levels, it said. 
The agency hailed the level­ 
ing off as a reversal of the up­ 
ward trend in crime that had 
continued since a 4 per cent 
overall decrease in 1973. The 
FBI has already reported a 9 
per cent crime reduction for the 
first quarter of 1977. 
“This is encouraging news,” 
Attorney General Griffin Bell 
said in a statement released 
with the FBI’s final report for

Younger checks 
tax exemption 
for lawmakers 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - At- 
torney General Evelle J. 
Younger is examining a re­ 
troactive provision of a newly 
signed law that would make 
permanent the state income tax 
exemption given legislators on 
their $245-a-week expense al­ 
lowances. 
A legal opinion on the con­ 
stitutionality of the special 
provision for the lawmakers 
was sought by the state 
Franchise Tax Board. 
The once-obscure bill was 
signed Tuesday by Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr., whose of­ 
fice issued a ra re four- 
paragraph explanation of the 
relatively routine measure The 
ffiwlHpara graph. 
In addition to their $23.322-a- 
year salary, members of the 
legislature also receive tax free 
$35 a day for expenses while in 
session. The sum is paid out on 
a full seven-day basis 
For years, the Internal 
Revenue Service did not ques­ 
tion the sum. which originally 
was intended to offset board 
and room costs of lawmakers 
who resided temporarily in 
Sacramento during legislative 
sessions. 
But as the business of making 
laws became more and more a 
full-time occupation and many 
le g isla to rs m oved th e ir 
families to Sacramento, the 
federal tax collectors took a 
look at whether the expense 
allowance should be regarded 
as income 
So did the Franchise Tax 
Board. 


authorities detained them in the 
Negev town of Dimona. 
About 400 American blacks, 
most from the Chicago area, 
settled in the Negev years ago 
claiming to be descendants of 
the original Israelites, but the 
Tel Aviv government says they 
are not real Jews. 
The nine women and children 
were part of a group of 25 
blacks from the Chicago area, 
who entered Israel Sept. 21 say­ 
ing they were Presbyterians 
and wanted to baptize their 
children in the Jordan River. 
Israeli officials tracked the 
group to Dimona and when 
questioned, the blacks tore up 
their U.S. passports and return 
air tickets 
All 25 were jailed, then 
placed on separate flights 
beginning Sunday. The women 
and children were in the last 
batch, which departed from Tel 
Aviv Tuesday afternoon. 
Though the women and 
children carried temporary 
travel papers issued by the 
Israeli government, officials at 
the Rome airport refused to let 
them stay overnight in the city 
itself and escorted them to an 
unused airport dining room for 
the night. 
An airport official said the 
blacks, who refused to talk to 
reporters, would be put on the 
first Alitalia flight leaving 
Rome Wednesday. Alitalia 
Flight 602 arrives in New York 
at 3 35 p.m EDT. 
U.S. Embassy officials in 
Rome said the adult members 
of the group had not requested 
any help and they considered it 
“Israel’s right” to deport them. 
Israeli police hustled the nine 
women and children into a 
up to the Alitalia gangway at 
Ben Gurion Airport, lining the 
path with a double row of 
guards to keep them from es­ 
caping 
The Israeli government, 
which has liberal immigration 
policies for practicing Jews, 
has said the American blacks in 
the Negev are not real Jews and 
ruled their settlement in the 
desert was built without 
authorization. 


Bill introduced 
to bar felons 
from profits 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Say­ 
ing the nation was fed up with 
convicted criminals becoming 
rich from books, movies and 
television programs. Rep B.F 
Sisk, D-Calif., today introduced 
a bill to prohibit such profits. 
Sisk's said his bill was 
designed to stop criminals from 
reaping profits from books and 
articles or receiving royalties 
from movies and television 
programs about their crimes.

Plane crash 
death toll 
up to 32 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(UPI) — Rescue workers today 
recovered the body of an 
American and 13 other persons 
killed in the crash of a Japan 
Air Lines DC8 jetliner, raising 
the death toll to 32, officials 
said. 
The American Embassy said 
of the five Americans aboard 
the plane, one died, three sur­ 
vived with bums and broken 
limbs and one is missing. Iden­ 
tificatio n s w ere not yet 
available. 
A policé spokesman said of 
the 79 persons aboard the plane, 
which crashed Tuesday night 
into a muddy hillside on a rub­ 
ber plantation, 43 survived and 
four are missing. 
All the survivors were travel­ 
ing in the plane’s rear section, 
which remained almost intact. 
The jetliner, on a flight from 
Tokyo via Hong Kong to Kuala 
Lumpur, plunged into the 300- 
foot hill in its landing descent in 
heavy rain. 
, 
Most of the survivors were 
seriously injured and burned. 
"It was a pitiful sight. The 
survivors, most of them suffer­ 
ing from severe bums, kept 
crying, ‘Please help me, please 
help me,”’ said a villager who 
witnessed the crash Tuesday. 
TT»e jetliner had twice circled 
Kuala Lumpur’s Subang airport 
in a heavy rainfall when it sl­ 
ashed across 50 trees and 
plowed into the 300-foot hill on a 
pal oil plantation 20 miles north 
of the capital.

Senate may issue 
more subpoenas 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
Senate subcommittee met in 
closed session today amid 
reports it might issue more sub­ 
poenas in a probe of alleged 
U.S. intelligence bugging of 
Panamanian officials during 
the Panama Canal negotiations. 
The mid-morning meeting 
followed reports that a double 
agent inside the Panamanian 
g o v e rn m e n t 
in fo rm ed 
American authorities that the 
Panamanians knew about the 
electronic surveillance. 
This operator, according to 
press and other reports, tipped 
off U.S. intelligence that the 
bugging operation had been dis­ 
closed by someone within the 
U.S. Army security forces in 
the Panama Canal Zone. 
The Senate Judiciary’s sub­ 
committee on separation of 
powers Monday issued eight 
subpoenas. 
Named were former U.S. 
Army Sergeant Hor Rodrigez 
Brustmeyer, 28, of Brooklyn, 
NY., and seven top officials of 


the CIA. Defense Intelligence 
Agency, Justice Department 
and the U.S. Army. The sub­ 


poenas commanded appear­ 
ances as witnesses at 10 a.m. 
Friday. 


Congressional sources said 
the subcommittee was seeking 
to issue additional subpoenas 
for more witnesses in what may 
well become a critical issue in 
President Carter’s attempts to 
get the canal treaties approved 
by the Senate. 


DACCA, Bangladesh (UPI) - 
Two members of Japan’s ultra­ 
leftist Red Army today hi­ 
jacked a Japan Air Lines jet 
carrying 155 persons, forced it 
to land in Dacca and threat­ 
ened to blow up the plane with 
all aboard unless Japan 
released their jailed comrades. 
In Tokyo, Transportation 
Minister Hajime Tamura said a 
special cabinet meeting would 
be held tonight to discuss the 
hijackers’ demands. 
Dacca airport officials said 
the guerrillas warned they 
would shoot anyone approach­ 
ing within 200 yards of the 
grounded DC8, which had been 
on a flight from Paris to Tokyo. 
It was hijacked shortly after 
takeoff from Bombay, India. 
Two airport officials boarded 
the plane before the 200-yard 
limit was ordered, authorities 
said. They said the officials 
brought back a letter warning 
the plane would be blown up 
with the hostages aboard unless 
Japan agreed to free all jailed 
Red Army guerrillas — be­ 
lieved to number about 12. 


It was not known what ex­ 
plosives or weapons the 
hijackers were carrying. 
The hijacking was the second 
incident involving JAL planes 
in less than 24 hours. Another 
DC8 jetliner with 79 persons on 
board crashed in Kuala Lum­ 
pur, Malaysia Tuesday. Thirty- 
two persons were known dead 
and four others missing. 
The officials said the hijack­ 
ers were negotiating with 
Bangladesh Air Force Chief of 
Staff Abdul Gaffur Mahmood 
and officials from the Japanese 
embassy in Dacca. 
JAL officials in Bangkok said 
one passenger was an Ameri­ 
can identified as J.E. Caldwell 
and that two Indonesian gov­ 
ernment officials were among 
the hostages. There were 141 
passengers and 14 crewmem- 
bers aboard the plane. 
Japanese Embassy officials 
here said the hijackers may be 
especially interested in the 
re le a s e

T ak eto m o 
Takahashi, chief of the Euro­ 
pean wing of the Red Army, 
who was arrested in Sweden 


and sent to Tokyo last July for 
trial His trial was scheduled to 
begin Thursday. 


The Red Army is a small but 
deadly band of revolutionaries 
who gained international noto­ 
riety for a series of raids on 
foreign embassies, hijackings 
and bloody attacks - including 
the Lod airport massacre of 22 
persons in Tel Aviv five years 
ago.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Americans continue to snack 
and dine them selves into 
obesity and ill health because 
nutrition education is an 
academic orphan, sometimes 
drearily and unimaginatively 
presented, according to experts 
in the field. 
Several witnesses testifying 
at a House hearing Tuesday 
seemed to agree that change 


bringing together the $70 
million the government spends 
on feeding programs, outside 
academic expertise and pres­ 
sure on the $250 billion food in­ 
dustry. 
Lynn Parker, a nutritionist 
with the Food Research and Ac­ 
tion Center, a Washington-

that most teachers leave it to 
someone else, and it doesn’t get 
done.

The Okizu Nation of Y-Indian Maidens 
will begin a new year of activities this 
weekend with a fall semi-annual mother- 
daughter campout at the Arroyo Grande 
area United Methodist Campground 
Sponsored by the YMCA, the Y-Indian 
Maidens program is for mothers and 
daughters what the Y-Indian Guides is 
for fathers and sons. 
Daylight camping hours for the 
maidens will be spent sharing such ac­ 
tivities as crafts, swimming and other 
recreations with evening hours at a 
cam p fire cerem ony w here 
new 
members are inducted and awards 
given. 
Mothers will enjoy a “mothers hour 
after the little maidens have retired for 
the evening 
A Sunday morning worship service 
precedes the breakfast meal and every 
maiden and tau (mother) participates in 
each activity and shares the work as well 
as the fun. 
Other activities planned this year in­ 
clude marching in the Christmas parade 
in November, and a Christmas party. Ac­ 
tivities including other family members 
are a father-daughter box social in 
February, and a family potluck in 
March. Another nation campout is plan­ 
ned for May. 
Okizu Nation is divided into tribes 
which consist of five to nine mothers and 
daughters Each tribe is a “friendship” 
group, meeting in members’ homes on a 
rotating basis, usually twice a month. 
Activities include crafts, Indian lore, 
games, songs, stories, service projects 
and camping 
The Y-Indian Maiden experience 
allows mothers and daughters to have 
fun together, to learn about each other 
and to share new experiences As partici­ 
pants in the program, mothers find a 
new appreciation of their daughters 
skills, needs and group behavior. 
Another unique aspect is the “shared 
leadership” of all mothers in tribe 


responsibilities In this co-membership 
program, together, each mother and 
daughter prepares for their turn at 
leading the tribe on a rotation basis. 
Tribes spend considerable time study­ 
ing American Indian culture, learning to 
respect and understand their customs 
and each tribe has its own Indian tribe 
and costume 
Each girl (maiden) and mother (tau) 
adopts an individual Indian name Okizu 
Nation chief Thelma King and her 
daughter, Julia Beth have chosen “Big 
Rainbow” and “ Little Rainbow

theirs.

Fathers and sons together are the key 
ingredients in Y-Indian Guides, ac­ 
cording to William R Orrick, executive 
director of the Lompoc YMCA, who ex­ 
plains, "Because this is one Y program 
sons can’t join unless their fathers do 
too.” 
In Y-Indian Guides, fathers and sons

Solvang in October relative to 
proposed road projects in the 
valley, including several of the 
four-lane variety in various 
parts of the valley. 


The meeting was marked by a 
discussion on a recent rash of 
vandalism in the town.

Condit said the subgroup 
favors a route which would go 
north instead of w hat he 
described as "a traditional 
southerly bypass of Solvang," 
— an extension of Alamo Pin­ 
tado Road, across the Duff and 
Alisal Ranches north of the 
Santa Ynez River along Fjord 
Drive past Alisal Glen and 
Rancho Santa Ynez Mobile 
E states to a hookup with 
Highway 246 in the vicinity of 
the Industrial Center. 


In essence, Condit said, the 
subcommittee’s bypass plan 
w ould b eg in “ a t C la ra 
Petersen’s driveway," which is 
located on the north side of 
Highway 246 below the hill at 
the W esterly approach to 
Solvang. 
The bypass route 
would continue north from the 
Petersen property to Chalk Hill 
Road to Atterdag and terminate 
at the traffic signal on Mission 
Drive. 


Lt. Richard Dzamba of the 
California Highway Patrol 
asked from the audience after 
hearing Condit’s description of 
the northerly route, "where is 
the bypass?"

Nielsen also said Mission 
Drive should remain a two-lane 
thoroughfare through town. 


The A lisal and Mission 
proposals were backed by the 
SBA, as was another by Nielsen 
that an unpaved section north of 
Old Mission Santa Ynez Ines 
along Highway 246 be blacktop- 
ped and curbed to provide ad­ 
ditional parking as well as 
eliminate dust caused by the 
parking of cars and campers in 
the area 
He also objected to 
plans to "red line" sections of 
Mission east of Alisal which 


fronting the Mission could be 
accomplished with "minimum 
specifications,” in cooperation 
with the Solvang Municipal 
Improvement District and Cal 
Trans 


Several times during his talk, 
Nielsen lashed out at SMID. 
Nielsen, who had formerly 
served on the SMID board for 16 
years and who was its chairman 
for 12 years, described SMID as 
an "ineffective organization 
representing this community.” 


He claimed the bus parking 
problem remained unresolved 
because of the reluctance of 
SMID’s parking committee to 
work with an SBA parking 
study group. 


A suggestion by Nielsen that 
SMID commit itself for the

Ill (U PI) - Big Ten 
Com m issioner W ayne Duke has 
reprimanded Michigan football Coach Bo 
Schembechler for derogatory comments 
on officiating at the Duke-Michigan 
game 
Duke, who acted Tuesday under 
authority of a sportsmanlike conduct 
code the Big Ten has had in effect for the 
past four seasons, said further violations 
by the Michigan coach would be dealt 
with more harshly. 
The sportsmanlike conduct code in­ 
cludes a paragraph that public criticism 
of officials would be cause for a public 
reprimand and a second offense cause 
for a one game suspension. 
“ I find it unfortunate that I must cite 
Coach Bo Schembechler ... for his public 
statement concerning officiating in the 
Duke-Michigan football game 
I have 
made this finding pursuant to my respon 
sibilities under conference procedure,” 
Duke said. 
“ I have notified Coach Schembechler 
of the penalty, which has been assessed 
against him and of his right to appeal 
if he desires to do so. Further, I have in­ 
formed Coach Schembechler ... that 
repetition of his unsportsmanlike con­ 
duct would result in referral to the con­ 


ference compliance committee for im­ 
position of increased penalties.” 
The p e n a lty was le vie d for 
Schembechler’s comments after the 
Sept 17 Duke game which read in part, 
“ I never have liked split crews and you 
can quote me on that. I certainly ques­ 
tion the three delays of game calls 
against us The ACC officials made those 
calls. They were helping their team 
while our Big Ten officials stood around 
like a bunch of goons. 
“ Our conference sends three non­ 
descript guys here and they just stand 
around I'm not saying they should call 
them for us. but they ought to tell those 
Southern guys ‘don’t try to just hand 
them the game.” 


It was the second tim e that 
Schembechler has received a public 
reprimand from the Big Ten Previously 
he was reprimanded on Nov. 5, 1975. and 
a Big Ten spokesman said “ in a sense 
given a one-year probation.” 


He was not suspended for the Duke 
violation because it has been longer than 
one year since his previous penalty. The 
spokesman indicated that Schembechler, 
in a sense, received a one-year probation 
in this case. too.

FANS, said Nader, will represent the 
interests of sports fans wherever such 
representation is needed — before the 
leagues and player associations, in­ 
dividual owners, the broadcast media. 
Congress, federal, state and local 
government and the courts 
What drove Nader to consider forming 


the group was the growing number of 
sports controversies over the last 10 
months — from the trade of Tom Seaver, 
the New York Mets’ three-time Cy 
Young Award winner, to the “ staged”

wrestler match and so-called winner- 
take-all tennis matches.

That was the unusual tale told 
by the FBI Tuesday in a federal 
court w here N orm a Jean 
Spearman. 30. was arraigned on 
charges of conspiracy and 
aiding and abetting the escape 
of a prisoner from the federal 
M etropolitan C orrectional 
Center, where Miss Spearman 
was a guard. 
She was arrested Monday for 
allegedly aiding the escape 
Saturday of Roy M adison 
Sn'.pes. 40. a con man and dis­ 
guise artist sentenced to 10 
years for swindling travel agen­ 
cies Snipes was arrested in St. 
Louis last spring after eluding 
the FBI for six years, moving 
often and employing about 40 
aliases. 
They met when Snipes was 
brought here in May to stand 
trial 
“She was in love with him.” 
said FBI agent Danny Stovall. 
“There were love letters. Some 
of these were found in Snipes’ 
effects left behind ” 
Miss Spearman stood silent 
and impassive as the charges 
were read and bail was set at 
$10,000 
The escape, the FBI charged, 
was plotted with the help of 
Vaughn Morinville. a convicted 
counterfeiter recently released 
from the center, who was 
sought as a suspect. 
Morinville visited the center 
Saturday, wearing a jacket and 
jeans over an inner layer of 
clothing and carrying a con­ 
cealed wig. the FBI said Miss 
Spearman served as the guard 


overseeing their visit. After 
such contact with an outsider, 
the prisoner is supposed to be 
frisked by the guard for possi­ 
ble contraband that could have 
been passed by the visitor. 
But Morinville accompanied 
Miss Spearman and Snipes into 
the “pat-down room.” the FBI 
said, a breach of regulations 
which later was reported and 
led to her arrest. In the room. 
Snipes took the outer layer of 
Morinville’s clothing, putting it 
on over his prison coveralls, 
donned the long-haired wig and 
walked out of the prison as a 
visitor 
“He never called after get­ 
ting out," the agent said 
“She is heartbroken.”

More than 30 
lighted floats and some 100 marchers and dancers participate in 
the twice-nightlv Main Street Electrical Parades 
Reserves won't prevent water rationing 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) 
Because of extensive ground 
water supplies, most California 
farmers can weather another 
dry winter without disastrous 
effects, the state’s top water 
planner says. 
But city dwellers “are going 
to have to get by with less 
water generally,” says Herb 
Greydanus. chief of planning 
for the Department of Water 
Resources. 
In an interview, Greydanus 
said that by the end of next 
summer, major reservoirs, like 
Shasta and Oroville. will be 
much lower than they are now, 
and smaller reservoirs in the 
San Joaquin Valley will be at 
“dead storage ” 
The predictions are all based 
on the assumption that Cali­ 
fornia will get no more rain 
than last year — the driest on 
record 
r 


A report issued by Greyda­ 
nus' office predicts that the 
Hetch Hetchy Reservoir, which 
supplies San Francisco, “ap­ 
pears to* have adequate car­ 
ryover storage reserve for the 
San Francisco service area.” 
The report notes, however, 
that much of the runoff from 
the reservoir is committed to 
water users before it gets to 
San Francisco, which insitutut- 
ed mandatory rationing to cut 
cunsumption by 25 per cent. 
Los Angeles will continue to 
depend on Colorado River and 
Owens Valley water, the report 
said 
Greydanus said many irriga­ 
tion district reservoirs in the 
San Joaquin Valley will be dry 
by the end of next summer un­ 
less there is ram. but extensive 
developm et of wells will 
provide many farm ers with

He said the hardest-hit rural 
area will probably be the por­ 
tion of the San Joaquin Valley 
east of Bakersfield and Fresno, 
where ground water supplies 
are difficult to develop.

Athletic anti’bias 
rule constitutional 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
state rule aimed at preventing 
discrimination against girl ath­ 
letes who want to play on high 
school teams is constitutional, 
Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger has ruled. 
In a formal opinion issued 
Tuesday, Younger said the rule 
would be found legal by the 
courts if it “ serves an impor­ 
tant governmental objective." 


"The important governmen­ 
tal objective served by this 
regulation is that of providing 
equal opportunities for girls in 
high school athletics.” Younger 
said 


What rem ains a “ close 
question.” he added, is a rule 
preventing girls from playing 
on boys’ teams if they have a 
te a m of th e ir ow n. H e1 
suggested individual school dis- 


tricts should be allowed to 
determine whether the regula­ 
tion is needed. 
The rule. “ Bylaw 200,” was 
adopted in November 1976 by 
the California Interscholastic 
Federation in response to 
federal regulations requiring 
equal opportunity for men and 
women on athletic teams 
The rules provide, among 
other things, that if a school 
provides only one varsity 
athletic team in a particular 
sport, girls may attempt to 
qualify. If there are separate 
teams, however, the sexes must 
remain separated. 
In addition, boys may not try 
out for a girls’ varsity team if it 
is the only one provided by a 
school. 
The opinion was requested by 
Assemblyman Barry Keene. D- 
Eureka. 


Biologist studies sharks 
along northern coastline 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The savage great white shark 
menacing the New England 
shoreline in the popular movie 
“Jaw s” would feel right at 
hom e along the N orthern 
California coast. 
Dan Miller, a senior marine 
biologist for the state Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game, has 
been studying the habits of the 
sharks for more than a year. He 
says the north coast waters are 
infested with great whites, and 
Tomales Point in w estern 
Marin County ranks as one of 
the world “hotspots of shark 
violence ” 
Miller has collected data on 
all great white attacks occur­ 
ring in California since 1926 in 
an effort to pinpoint danger 
areas and alert the public.

there is evidence the sharks are 
becoming bolder. 
There have been 43 verified 
attacks with four deaths over 
the years. The figures seem 
small but Miller says there may 
be a reason. 
"I have included in my study 
only proven attacks.” he notes 
"And left to conjecture the 
many, many reports of missing 
swimmers." 
Miller says there are alarm ­ 
ing reports coming from the 
Ano Nuevo Island area, a pop- 


from fisherm en there that 
great whites are becoming 
more bold. They have apparent­ 
ly learned to take lingcod right 
off fishing hooks and are getting 
accustomed to boats in the 
area,” he says. 
“We know there are lots of 
sharks there. It is certainly a 
potential area of attack, and 
two skin divers were hit there 


in 1974. Sometime later, a sur­ 
fer was attacked there.” 
Seven attacks on humans 
have occurred in and around 
Tomales Point making it one of 
the most dangerous areas in the 
world. Miller says. 
Shark sitings around the 
Farallon Islands, a popular spot 
for aba lone divers, are becom­ 
ing commonplace and Miller 
says the sharks in the area are 
considered “strangely hostile.”

For another, Garry, born

This is reflected in the title of 
a new book about him, “ Street- 
fighter in the Courtroom,” 
recently published by E. P. 
Dutton of New York ($11.96). 
The book was written by the 
San Francisco attorney with the 
help of Art Goldberg, former 
editor at Ramparts Magazine. 
It tells of Garry’s boyhood 
during which he learned to 
fight, for the practical reason 
that he did not like to have in­ 
sults hurled at him by other 
youths because of his Armenian 
heritage 
But it was only after putting 
himself through law school that 
Garry carried the fight into the 
courtroom 
And some of his fight turns 
out to be good sense — not mere 
loud talk to judge or jury. 
"When the prosecution rests, 
the defense customarily moves 
to dismiss the charges for lack 
of proof.” Garry writes. 


“ ... Some attorneys let minor 
things slide, or make their mo­ 
tions as if they don’t really ex­ 
pect them to be granted, but I 
believe in arguing every point, 
no matter how small, and in 
covering all the fine points and 
technicalities. 
“Appeals courts sometimes 
feel more comfortable revers­ 
ing a conviction on a minor 
technicality rather than on a 
major issue, so you have to give 
them a lot of points to choose 
from. It you don’t raise these 
points during the trial, you 
can’t use them on an appeal ” 
The reader of this joint effort 
will know lawyer Garry better 
when he finishes the book — and 
probably will know the law bet­ 
ter as well. 
The book does 
end on a discrepancy, however. 
The final chapter is entitled 
“Final Argument” and no at­ 
torney ever made a final argu­ 
ment that was only slightly 
more than one page long. 


Air Pollution Control District 
Director, John B. English, 
requested the board approve his 
office’s position paper to deny 
the permit, but Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher said "I’m go­ 
ing to oppose it because I don’t 
think we can ask them to deny 
the permit although we can 
ask them to co n tro l the 
pollution.” 
English flatly stated that 
there wasn’t “ the slightest 
chance of them meeting our 
regulations” and that if the 
county were reviewing the 
same project onshore, “ we 
would be required to oppose it.” 
Supervisor Bill W allace 
amended his motion to ask EPA 
to deny the permit to take care 
of Fletcher’s and Supervisor 
Robert Kallman’s objections to 
a simple denial, stipulating the 
clause “unless they can meet 
the county’s present air pollu­ 
tion requirements.” 
The mo­ 
tion carried unanimously with 
that compromise. 
English noted that previous­ 
ly, when Exxon was proposing 
to build the oil treatm ent 
facility onshore in the Goleta 
area, they could not have met 
county standards “ without 
lim ited p ro d u ctio n or a 
pipeline.” Exxon is opposed to 
an onshore pipeline, so they ap­ 
plied for an offshore permit, 
which is under federal purview, 
since it would be built beyond 
the 3-mile limit. 
C ounty C ounsel G eorge 
Kading told the board it was un­ 
clear whether or not the county 


could legally impose its restric­ 
tions anyway, because EPA ap­ 
parently has that right. If the 
county did try an imposition, 
Kading said “I don’t see how it 
could miss ending up in court.” 
The controversy is so new, he 
said, that no case law exists on 
the issue, particularly since 
this case is the first time air 
pollution has been added to the 
water pollution requirements 
for Exxon’s permit for a pollu­ 
tant discharge elim ination 
system. 
The Department of Interior 
has set a limit of production on 
the proposed facility at 40,000 
bbls/day whereas the previous 
project for an onshore facility 
would have started out at 10,000 
bbls/day slowly rising to the 
40,000 limit in five years to cut 
down on pollution. 
English’s remarks before the 
EPA hearing will include 
technical data showing the 
amount of pollutants thdt will 
be discharged at the 40,000 
bbls/day fate. 
Sulfur dioxide 
em issions would be 7,840 
pounds per day. nitrogen oxides 
either 106 lbs/hr or 160 lbs/hr 
while hydrocarbon emissions 
were calculated at 10,290 lbs. 
per tanker loading. 
Effects of such pollutants 
from an offshore facility 
reaching the shore could result 
in property damage from paint 
and metal deterioration, ac­ 
cording to E n g lish , plus 
‘‘b re a th in g pro b lem s for 
asth m atics and bronchial 
patients.”

New orthodontic method 
still requires hygiene 


NEW YORK (UPI) - New 
tooth straightening methods 
use brackets directly bonded to 
the te e th in stead of old 
fashioned braces. 
It had been thought the new 
orthodontic procedures would 
reduce the teeth’s vulnerability 
to cavities. Hie patient, as a 
result, wouldn’t need to take 
special steps to keep the teeth 
and braces free of debris from 
food or drink. 
It turns out the new technique 
does no such thing, according to 
a dental reseacher at the State 
University of New York at 
Stony Brook. 
Dr. A. John Gwinnett told the 
American Association for Den­ 
tal Research recently that a 
study showed after orthodontic 
brackets were bonded to newly 
cleaned teeth, plaque was 
re-established rapidly in pa­ 
tients in «meetly the same sites 
where it has been identified 
previously. 


Plaque is a sticky, colorless 
film constantly forming on 
teeth. It is considered a major 
factor in the development of 
tooth decay and periodontal dis­ 
ease. 
Gwinnett said the plaque 
determinations were made by 
using a new ultraviolet dental 
camera. This “sees” plaque 
deposits before they are visible 
to the eye in ordinary light. 
By photographing the teeth of 
volunteer subjects over a 
specific period of time, he was 
able to examine the pattern and 
distribution of plaque associat­ 
ed with the small orthodontic 
brackets directly bonded to a 
defined area of the teeth. 
“We found that plaque pat­ 
terns did not change signifi­ 
cantly in the presence of the 
brackets, nor did the normal 
patterns change after bracket 
removal. Gwinnett said. 
During the six month study, 
10 volunteer subjects wore 
d i r e c t l y bonded p la s t i c 
brackets on their upper central 
incisors over a period of two 
weeks. 
Previous studies had shown 
plaque patterns after a dental 
cleaning reestablished within 14 
days. 
S u b j e c t s 
w e r e 
re-photographed at one, two, 
four, seven and 14 days after 


placement of the brackets. 
Brackets were removed on the 
14th day and the subjects 
returned for photographs over a 
six month period. 
In subjects in whom plaque 
was identified before bonding, 
there was a rapid re-establish­ 
ment of plaque in the same site 
during and after orthodontic 
brackets had been inserted. 
In those in whom plaque was 
relatively sparse on the experi­ 
mental teeth, the same condi­ 
tion prevailed during and after 
orthodontic bracket removal. 
Gwinnett said this showed the 
new direct bonding procedures 
does not cut the need for strict 
personal oral hygiene during 
orthodontic treatment. 
He is Associate Professor of 
Oral Biology and Pathology. He 
was assisted in the research by 
Dr. Richard F. Ceen, assistant 
Professor of Children’s Dentis­ 
try

Civic problem embarrasses town

ORANGE COVE (UPI) — A sign welcomes 
you. Two blocks later, a second sign thanks you 
for coming and beckons you to call again. 
Orange Cove is situated in seeming serenity at 
the base of the foothills of the Sierra Nevada 
about 40 miles southeast of Fresno. Around it on 
all sides are miles of citrus groves that provide a 
livelihood for most of the community’s 3,700 pop­ 
ulation. 
The town is very much like others that dot the 
agricultural expanse of the San Joaquin Valley. 
Except Orange Cove has a civic problem — 
embarrassing, deep-seated and still unsolved — 
that makes the town stand out. 
“This incident has created more interest 
among the community than anything I can 
recall.” says Mayor Ken Mason, who presides 
over overflow city council meetings. 
The “incident” occurred on Aug. 27 Witnesses 
say early that morning Police Chief Bobby 
Chapman, who was hired eight days earlier, 
drove his police car through the city with his 
lights flashing and siren blaring for no apparent 
reason. 
* “ At the same time, he was using foul language 
and obscenities over the radio and calling 
Orange Cove residents nam es,” says Lee 
McKinney, a former councilman. 
“When I got to the police station,” McKinney 
says, “The officer on duty told me ‘I’m scared. I 
have a man whose gone beserk and he has a 
badge, a gun and a police license.’” 


Chapman was talked into going home. A day 
later he checked into a hospital where doctors 
said he had suffered a physical breakdown. 
“ He just worked too hard ... 20 hours a day 
from the day he took the job,” says Mason. 
For all its dramatic implications, a number of 
Orange Cove residents say, the Chapman inci­ 
dent only accentuated what has been a festering 
problem in the seven-man police department. 
In recent months there has been an upsurge in 
criticism about lack of police protection and ris­ 
ing crime. 
Mason says the crime rate is now in line with 
the rest of Fresno County. But he says that in a 
community the size of Orange Cove, this is cause 
for concern. 
Many residents say the root of the problem 
lies within the department. Over the years, as­ 
sistants have been rumored to flout the authority 
of the police chief and to openly vie for his job. 
“What we’ve had,” says one police depart­ 
ment observer, “ is a case of too many Indians 
wanting to be chief, and none of them wanting to 
be Indians.” 
Mason says one of the reasons Chapman was 
brought in from the Reedley Police Department 
was to clear up this problem. 
In the short time he headed the department, 
Chapman is said to have commanded the respect 
of his officers. But the pressure of trying to 
reorganize an understaffed and underfinanced 
department ultimately led to his breakdown.

Drought harm to wine industry unknown 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — The drought will certainly hurt 
California’s wine production, but by how much is anybody’s 
guess. 
In some areas the second consecutive drought year has cur­ 
tailed the grape crop by as much as 40 per cent. In addition, 
many growers have intentionally cut back the vines to stop 
them from using up the food value of the land and dying. 
Other areas report normal or near normal grape crops are ex­ 
pected. These are areas with good ground water where the 
drought so far has not cut into the grape production. 
A United Press International spot survey showed several 
areas where grape production is expected to be below normal 
and some where it was predicted that normal production would 
prevail. But in no area was there a prediction of a greatly 
higher yield. 
Adding to the problem of getting an accurate forecast on the 
wine industry is the ever-present tug-of-war between growers 
and vintners about how great or small the grape crop will be. 
Since the size of the crop helps determine the price vintners pay 
the growers, each side has a self interest in altering the predic­ 
tion to squeeze the other side. 
Vintners traditionally estimate that grape crops are huge. If 
there is an oversupply of grapes, it tends to drive down the price 
paid to the growers. 
On the other hand the growers are more likely to pull long 
faces when estimating the crop. If they can convince buyers 
that grapes will be scarce this year (or any year), the price of 
their product naturally rises. 
The UPI check indicated that wine production from the Napa 
Valley would probably be down. 
“What’s overlooked is that nobody around here has ever ex-

perienced two drought years in a row,” said Jack Davies, presi­ 
dent of the Napa District Association. “Any opinion is just that, 
an opinion not based on experience. 
“A few varieties have already been harvested and thus far the 
yield is disappointing. We had been thinking that the overall 
might be better than last year, when it was down 40 per cent in 
the Napa Valley. 
“We thought new acreage coming in might offset the drought. 
But now we are not so sure that is the case. Not enough grapes 
have been picked yet to be representative, but what we have 
seen is not making anybody excited.” 
Edmund Friedrich, president of the Santa Clara District As­ 
sociation, has a more varied picture to present. 
“The east side of Santa Clara County is getting grapes in pret­ 
ty good shape.” he says. “There is adequate water and the 
drought has had little effect. In fact the crop might be up 10 or 
15 per cent. 
“But in the west some vineyards have had no water for a year 
and a half. They have reduced their crops intentionally by 25 per 
cent to keep from using up the food. Otherwise, the vines can be 
killed. You might guess the yield at about 75 per cent. 
“Monterey County is the most fortunate in California. They 
have had adequate water and the drought has had no effect. San 
Luis Obispo and Santa Barbara Counties are much the same. 
Their wells are mostly deeper than 1,500 feet and have adequate 
water. 
“ Amador County has been as severely hit as any in California. 
There have been no rains for three years and the wells are 
mostly dry. There has been some deliberate pruning back and, 
combined with the drought, they will be lucky if they get 50 per 
cent of the normal crop.” 


Home births hazardous 


in emergency situations 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Plan­ 
ned childbirth at home in 
“malpractice happy” Califor­ 
nia can save money for new 
parents, but it presents prob­ 
lem s in em ergency situ a­ 
tions. 
“The hospital is not a place 
for babies to be born,” said 
Debbie Boyd, 19, who elected to 
have her first baby at home. 
“It’s a place for sick people.” 
“ Home b irth is for the 
woman who knows herself, 
knows what she wants and can 
handle it,’’ said B arb ara 
Litwin, 28, who resolved as a 
volunteer worker in a materni­ 
ty ward to have her babies at 
home. 
Barbara’s first baby was bom 
at home in April. Her husband 
was present and. like Debbie, 
she had attended a six-week 
home birth education class. 
“ I figure if my cat can do it, I 
can do it," Barbara said. 
County records showed Deb­ 
bie and Barbara were two of 
many women who opted for 
alternatives to hospital birth. In 
1970, 80 of the county’s 25,000 
births were at home. The figure 
in 1975 was 221 out of 24,000. 
Obstacles to home birth are 
raised by laws such as those 


outlawing lay midwifery and 
making nurse midwifery legal 
only with direct supervision by 
a doctor. 
The only legal attendant in 
a home birth situation is a doc­ 
tor except in emergency set­ 
tings, but few physicians are 
willing to handle home births. 
“California is malpractice 
happy,” said Dr. John R. 
Repaire, one of the four doctors 
in the San Diego area willing to 
deliver babies at home. “ Dr. A 
is afraid to do anything that Dr. 
B doesn’t do.” 
Repaire. who attended 107 
home deliveries in the first 
eight months of this year, said 
infant and maternal mortality 
rates for his home birth prac­ 
tice are zero since prospective 
patients are screened carefully 
to exclude such risk factors as 
b reech d e liv e rie s, sm all 
pelvises and disorders in body 
chemistry. 


Besides malpractice fears, 
the additional time involved 
and the lack of facilities dis­ 
courage doctors from handling 
home deliveries, Repaire said. 


Repaire charges $750 for a 
hom e b irth and p re n a ta l 
followup care.

Soviets predict Olympic 
uintnry duo to hypnosis

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. 
(UPI) — Soviet athletes will 
probably leave U.S. Olympic 
team members in the dust in 
1980 as a result of Russia’s use 
of hypnosis and “autogenic” 
training, according to a noted 
psychologist and expert in 
behavior modification 
“The U.S. Olympic team is in 
greater danger of being left 
behind by Soviet athletes in the 
1980 Olympics than any previ­ 
ous Olympics in hisory,” Dr. 
William S Kroger said. 
“The Russians are using hyp­ 
nosis and autogenic training — 
a form of self hypnosis — and 
other psychological methods,” 
he said, “while America has not 
begun to get the benefit of these 
very effective ways of increas­ 
ing athletic performance.” 
Kroger urges that psycholo­ 
gist trainers be added to the 
American Olympic team along 
with physical trainers. 
A revised edition of his 
“Clinical and Experimental 
Hypnosis,” a definitive medical 
and psychological work on the 
subject in which he explains 
training of athletes through 
hypnosis, is due for publication 
this month 
“Hypnosis can be an effective 
method for increasing athletic 
performance.” he said. “ It has 
been used to motivate athletes 
for many years.” 
He said the Soviet Union has 
developed the practice of “p- 
syching up” athletes for sports 
competition into a science. 
“These methods were first 
employed on the Soviet bicy- 


cling team with such great suc- 
cesss that they won a gold 
medal at the 1972 Olympic 
games in Munich ... defeating a 
competitor who had always 
beaten them. 


“An institution in Kharkhov 
holds reg u lar classes for 
coaches who specialize in psy­ 
chological technics to be used in 
preparing Soviet athletes for 
the 1980 Olympics.” 


He said along with hypnosis, 
the Russians use autogenic 
training which he defined as a 
form of self-hypnosis which 
produces a yoga-like state. 
“Yoga meditation. Zen medita­ 
tion — they’re all quite similar 
to autogenia and self-hypnosis. 
They build in various sensa­ 
tions 


“What they are trying to do is 
put the person in control of 
muscle memories, they get the 
subsconscious feeling. 
“ A great athlete, a coordinat­ 
ed athlete, does things au­ 
tomatically without worrying 
and letting doubt enter the 
mind. They build in condition­ 
ing reflexes and act without 
fear or anxiety. Anxiety neu­ 
tralizes optimum performan­ 
ce,” he said. 


“Tension and relaxation can­ 
not co-exist If you’re relaxed 
you get a better performance, 
at least mentally, and this has 
m a n i f e s t a t i o n s 
in 
the 
musculature.” 
He said athletes can learn to 
tap hidden assets for exception­ 
al performance.

HONOLULU (UPI) - Sprin­ 
kled over the deep waters of the 
central Pacific are perhaps the 
world’s most expensive carbon 
particles, created by the 
cremation of $70 million worth 
of the defoliant "herbicide 
orange” which was produced 
seven years ago to help win the 
war in Vietnam. 


At an admitted cost of $5 
million and after seven years of 
bureaucratic bickering, the Air 
Force finally rid the world of 
what had started out as a 
harm less weed killer and 
became, in the minds of many, 
a horror fluid capable of 
producing birth defects. 
The 2732-degree furnaces of 
the Dutch ship Vulcanus in­ 
cinerated the 2,290,000 gallons 
into harmless gaseous particles 
about 1,000 m iles west of 
Honolulu. The drums of herbi­ 
cide orange had been stored at 
Gulfport, Miss., and the central 
Pacific atoll of Johnston Island 
during the years it took to find a 
satisfactory way of disposing of 
the defoliant. 
Aerial spraying by specially 
modified Air Force tankers had 
dumped more than 11 million 
gallons of the weed killer on the 
lush Vietnamese jungles during 
the seven years it was used to 
wipe out any ground cover that 
the Viet Cong might use for am­ 
bushes. 
Then, after South Vietnamese 
newspapers blamed the spray­ 
ing for increased birth defects, 
it took the Air Force seven 
more years to satisfactorily 
dispose of it. Not only was it 
suddenly dangerous to man, but 
also to fish and bird life. 
The weed killer that had been 
sold commercially across hard­ 
ware counters for 30 years, and 
stored in barns from Maine to 
Oregon, suddenly became such 
a threat that the two-and-a-half

mile railroad track linking the 
Gulfport storage area with the 
dock had to be rebuilt before 
authorities would allow the 
860,000 gallons to be moved.

Washington found a currently 
available and economically 
sound way for the toxic dioxin 
to be removed by filtering. 
Morrow said the Air Force 
had cosnsidered offers by a 
chemical company to recycle 
the herbicide, but said the "en­ 
vironmental apprehension” as­ 
sociated with the disposal of the 
toxic-saturated filters killed the 
project. 
Buried somewhere in the 
classified files of the Pentagon 
is the origin of "Ranch Hand,” 
the code name given in 1963 to 
the defoliation project in Viet­ 
nam. 
The theory, which in hind­ 
sight seems ludicrous, was that 
by defoliating all the jungle and 
vegetation which paralleled the 
roads and highways and sur­ 
rounded the military installa­ 
tions, the Viet Cong would be 


deprived of cover from which to 
launch ambushes. 
Transport aircraft were con­ 
verted to tankers and for the 
next seven years the low-flying 
planes crisscrossed Vietnam, 
spraying their millions of 
gallons of herbicide orange on 
the landscape, and consequent­ 
ly, Vietnamese and Americans. 
On one of the first flights in 
1964, this reporter asked the 
crew what would prevent am­ 
bushes from the edges of the 
defoliated areas. 
"Don’t ask me,” answered 
the pilot. "I just work here.” 
The first apprehension came 
from Saigon newspapers in 
June and July of 1960 when they 
reported a big increase in birth 


defects among people allegedly 
living in defoliated areas. 
Then Bionetics Research 
Laboratories of Litton Indus­ 
tries said their research 
showed that mice and rats 
treated during early pregnan­ 
cies with large doses of 2-r-5-t 
produced birth-defective offspr­ 
ing. 
These well-publicized 
findings caused Washington to 
suspend certain uses of 2-4-5-t 
within the United States, and 
the Pentagon subsequently 
ordered the end of "Operation 
Ranch Hand.” 
"To our knowledge," said 
Morrow, "there has never been 
a documented case of human in- 
toxification traced to herbicide 
orange during Ranch Hand.

DEAR POLLY — Could you give me information con­ 
cerning the best way to keep a wooden cutting board in a 
sanitary condition after it has been used’ 1 am told that 
because it is wooden special care must be given to it

DEAR PEGGY — Peanut or vegetable oil should be 
rubbed in every few weeks. Do this at night and la the 
morning wipe off any excess. When necessary, a tables 
pooa of bleach in a cup of water could be rubbed in with 
a steel wool pad, rinse well and then re-oil after it Is dry. 
This keeps stains from the surface and makes dally wip­ 
ing easier. The above is for a regular thick board made 
for that purpose — not plywood. —POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Those who like to piece quills should try 
cutting their patterns out of sandpaper rather than cardboard 
or paper My mother always did this as the pattern stays in 
place without slipping — F K.

Bureaucracy essay 


The Cal-Tax News this week reprints 
from “Citi views” a tremendous article 
on bureaucrats that we’re going to fill 
our column with today. Here it is: 
The true bureaucrat is any individual 
who has lost sight of the underlying pur­ 
pose of the job at hand, whether in 
government or industry. The purpose of 
a library, for example, is to facilitate the 
reading of books. Yet 
\© a certain type of 
librarian, perfection 
consists of a welt' 
stocked library with a ( 
place for every book 
and every book in its' 
place. The reader who 
insists on taking books 
home, leaving empty 
spaces on shelves is 
the librarian's natural 
enemy. 
It is a cast of mind 
invulnerable even to 
the vicissitudes of war. We see it in 
James Jones’ novel ‘‘From Here to Eter­ 
nity” when American soldiers under sur­ 
prise attack by Japanese planes at the 
outbreak of World War II rush to the 
arsenal for weapons, only to find the 
door barred by a comrade-in-arms loudly 
proclaiming that he cannot pass out live 
Ammunition without a written request 
signed by a commissioned officer. 
One of these custodians forgot the pur­ 
pose of a library, the other, the purpose 
of an army. Both illustrate how in in­ 
stitutionalized endeavors, means have a 
way of displacing the ends they are 
originally designed to serve In fact, it is 
one of the bureaucrat's distinguishing 
features that, for him or for her, the 
means become the ends 
The struggle to prevent this subtle sub­ 
version is — or should be — a continual 
challenge to every policy maker in any 
organization public or private. 
Bureaucrats love any policy and can be 
counted on to enforce it faithfully, as in 


“I’m sorry, but that’s the policy here.” 
Unfortunately, they don’t understand 
what a policy is. 
A policy is a standard solution to a con­ 
stantly recurring problem, not an in­ 
violate law As a weapon in the hands of 
literal-minded people, however, a “firm 
policy” can be as deadly as a repeating 
rifle. When matters finally become in­ 
tolerable, the harassed administrator 
will usually ‘‘change the policy.” Of 
course, this never helps because the 
problem was not the policy in the first 
place, but the manner of its application. 
Every college student seeking entry 
into a course for which he lacks the exact 
prerequisite, every shopper trying to 
return a gift without receipt of purchase, 
every bank customer seeking to correct 
an error in an account is in danger of dis­ 
covering that the rules imagined by 
Joseph Heller are in service whenever 
rote is more revered than reason. 
The application of binary logic to 
human affairs through electronic com­ 
puters has done nothing to retard the 
spread of “Catch 22” into the wider 
world. And thus the thought occurs that 
modem bureaucracy does, after all, pre­ 
sent some problems new to history. 
Nothing lends itself so readily to “a stan­ 
dard solution to a constantly recurring 
problem” as a computer. 


A favorite student protest sign of the 
60s read, “I am a Human Being. Do not 
fold, spindle or mutilate.” What they 
objected to is real, only the fault is not in 
our computers, but in ourselves. It lies in 
our huamn propensity to let means 
become ends, and all too often to resem­ 
ble Santayana’s description of a fanatic: 
one who, having forgotten his purpose, 
redoubles his efforts.“ 
Bureaucracy is a state of mind, and 
the best way to fight it — whether you 
work for government, industry, a private 
foundation or a bank — is not to be a 
bureaucrat. Or at least try not to. 


WASHINGTON - Uganda’s fat, far­ 
cical President-for-Life Idi Amin, a 
comic-opera tyrant who is not amusing 
to his hapless subjects, has a counterpart 
in the western hemisphere. We nominate 
Anastasio Somoza, the Grand Sachem of 
Nicaragua, as the Latin Idi Amin. 
We do not confer this honorific upon 
him casually. We were first struck by the 
resemblance between 
the two potentates five 
months ago. We then 
began a painstaking 
investigation to deter­ 
m ine w hether the 
likeness was valid. 
We spoke to U.S. of­ 
ficia ls, diplom ats, 
b u sin essm en 
and 
N ica ra g u a n s who 
know Somoza per­ 
sonally. We made 
secret arrangements 
to talk with members 
of his own staff. 
A portrait gradually formed of a 
tempestuous tyrant, whom his as­ 
sociates secretly call “mimado”-a 
spoiled brat whose every whim must be 
catered to. This is a portrait Americans 
should contemplate, because he’s their 
“mimado.” He has been trained by the 
Pentagon, pampered by the State 
Department, financed by the Treasury. 
He is not as bloodthirsty as Amin, 
although Somoza has ordered his share 
of torturing and killing. He has bullied 
and brutalized his people in the Idi Amin 
manner if not scale. 
Like the African despot, Somoza also 
runs his country as if it were his private 
estate. Directly or indirectly he controls 
every profitable industry, institution and 
service in Nicaragua. He has millions 
stashed in foreign bank accounts, 
millions more in commercial invest­ 
ments outside of Nicaragua. 
His dirt-poor subjects, meanwhile, eke 
out a meager living for wages that 
average 30 cents an hour. If this keeps 
them thin, Somoza’s life-style has 
bloated his own belly. He has a 
prodigious appetite for food, liquor and 


sex. Amin and Somoza could match 
bellies. 
Like Amin. Somoza is fond of arraying 
himself in military splendor, his ample 
bosom bedecked with medals bestowed 
upon him by himself and his family. He 
particularly likes to get all gussied up in 
the big blue sash and gold medal of the 
Order of Ruben Dario. This organization, 
created by Somoza’s dictator father, is 
named after a famous Nicaraguan poet 
and is the nation’s highest decoration. 
In his warrior’s attire, Somoza has the 
appearance of a mighty, if gaudy, battle 
hero. The truth is he has never been 
closer to combat than 10 miles. That oc- 
cured in 1966 when the citizens of 
Managua demonstrated in the streets 
and the national guard mowed them 
down by the hundreds. 
As commander of the guard, Somoza 
directed the slaughter from Las 
Mercedes airport-a safe 10 miles away. 
On at least one other occasion, he sur­ 
veyed the site of a guerrilla skirmish 
from a circling airplane long after the 
guerrillas had been flushed out. 
Like Amin, Somoza is given to throw­ 
ing temper tantrums. He is always in a 
foul humor when, for medical reasons, 
he is compelled to swear off the bottle 
and sip tea as a substitute. His aides 
have learned to avoid him during his 
“tea breaks.” For his fits of rage can be 
awesome. 
Idi Amin, who reportedly has had five 
wives, a couple dozen mistresses and 34 
children, may have led a more vigorous 
sex life than Som oza. But the 
Nicaraguan panjandrum has achieved a 
bedroom reputation of sorts. 
Although he has stayed married to the 
same woman, he keeps at least one mis­ 
tress. She is an irrepressible woman, 
named Dinorah Sampson, who refers to 
Somoza as “mi papa” or her sugar dad­ 
dy. Somoza’s wife may be the “First 
Lady,” says Dinorah, but she is the 
“First Woman.” 
Several sources with first-hand 
knowledge tell us that Somoza has also 
carried on flirtations with the wives of 
subordinates. The dictator merely dis­ 


patched the husbands to the hinterlands 
while he made merry with their wives. 
Somoza’s colossal ego can best be 
measured by the attentions he demands 
on his birthday. This is December 5, the 
foremost social event of the year, when 
the muck-a-mucks of Nicaragua gather 
to present him lavish gifts. It is a time of 
celebration throughout Managua, which 
takes on the festive air of Rio at carnival 
time. 
Preparations for the affair begin 
many weeks in advance. A committee of 
Somoza’s functionaries — known in the 
street as “cepillos” or apple polishers — 
meets to decide on the gifts to be 
presented to El Cesar and the amounts to 
be spent. 
Upwards of $30,000 is spent on the 
main gift which, in the past, has ranged 
from an enormous camping vehicle to a 
Cadillac limousine. Once he received a 
complete Hollywood projection set 
suitable for showing his favorite movies 
in panoramic vision. Dozens of lesser 
gifts are also laid before him like 
tributes from subordinates, sycophants 
and groups dependent upon his good will. 
In the streets of Managua, the average 
citizen looks upon this largess with bitter 
amusement. When Somoza received a 
herd of pedigree sows, the comment 
spread through Managua: “Aren’t there 
enough pigs in the governm ent 
already?” And when he was presented 
with an elegant, carved elephant’s tusk, 
the people asked: “Does he need another 
canine tooth?” 


In times past, each government 
employe was required to donate part of 
his pay for Somoza’s gift. They had no 
real choice; the money was automatical­ 
ly deducted from their paychecks. Now 
only the higher-level bureaucrats are 
asked to contribute. But their 
“donations” are still taken out of their 
salaries. 


On the big day, singers and guitarists 
gather at Somoza’s ranch to serenade 
him. The parties rage on for days, as his 
loyal subjects express their gratitude 
that El Cesar has survived another year.

Mind you, the Palestinian refugees are 
going to have to be represented somehow 
at the Peace Conference, even if in order 
to do so we have to construct a 
trapezoidal table. Still, the obduracy of 
the Begin government on the point — 
they take the position that never, under 
any circum stances, 
will they permit the 
PLO to be present at 
the bargaining table — 
is not difficult to sym­ 
pathize with. One 
reason is that the PLO 
is forthrightly devoted 
to the id e a ls of 
destruction of Israel. 
But a second reason is 
the historic behavior 
of the United States in 
equivalent situations. 
In November, 1968, 
the Thieu government of South Vietnam, 
scheduled to begin an endless (and 
fruitless) series of conferences in Paris, 
refused to permit the presence there of 
the Vietcong. Thieu’s position was 
straightforward: 
the Vietcong were 
agents of the North Vietnamese, not in­ 
digenous revolutionaries. To have given 
them an extra seat at the table would be 
to replicate the foolishness of the United 
Nations where we gave one seat to Rus­ 
sia, and other to such of its provinces as 
the Ukraine and Byelorussia. 
The next diplomatic crisis came four 
years later, when Henry Kissinger had 
initialed a draft peace treaty with the 
North Vietnamese making dispositions 
that involved South Vietnam. Thieu 
refused to sign it. The pressures on him 
to do so were immense He warned and 
warned again of the weaknesses of the 
understanding but finally capitulated to 
pressure. A couple of years later he was 
tilling the soil in a little farm in Taiwan, 
his republic having been swallowed up by 
the enemy. 
It is all highly regrettable, but the 
Israeli government, surveying the 
record, really has no reason to trust the 
United States We are the nicest people 
in the whole world, but — perhaps it is in­ 
evitable — we look after our own in­ 
terests, narrowly construed in the 
crunch, and when the armies roll down to 


shred carefully-constructed agreements 
— as they did in Laos in 1962, in Poland in 
1945, in Vietnam in 1975 — what we tend 
to do is listen to speeches from people 
like Church and Cooper telling us why we 
should do nothing to enforce agreements 
we were primarily responsible for 
catalyzing. 
In 1972, talking with Mrs. Golda Meir 
in Jerusalem, she put it to me this way. 
She happened to be in New York, she 
recalled, when the Indian army marched 
on East Pakistan. There was a call for a 
cease-fire in the Security Council. “I saw 
it all on television. The diplomats sat 
around wrangling, even laughing, about 
the delays in handling the resolution. 
And when it finally came to a vote — 
Pakistan had been conquered.” 
And she concluded: “I love American 
Presidents. They are always so nice to 
me They promise me everything. But do 
you know what they do not give me? 
They do not give me the keys Io the Sixth 
Fleet. Without those keys, we are being 
invited to play the role of Pakistan ” 
Here then is a substantial problem for 
— let’s face it — American diplomacy. 
Conceivably there is a terminological es­ 
cape hatch. To begin with, the PLO 
should reconcile itself to being 
represented by another leader than 
Arafat — at least publicly. Conceivably a 
non-Palestinian could be got to represent 
the Palestinian cause, even as Count 
Bernadotte was conscripted to tender his 
good offices on behalf of a Middle East 
peace a generation ago. The Israelis 
have got to have a security that reach«) 
beyond the mere word of the United 
States Government, and the Palestinians 
have got to have a homeland somewhere 
near the latitudes they grew up in. It is 
frequently whispered that the true aim 
of the Israelis is to get from the United 
States a guarantee of its territorial in­ 
tegrity. But even if that were achieved, 
what would the guarantee be worth, in­ 
asmuch as it would not bring with it the 
keys to the Sixth Fleet? 
Two years ago 1 proposed in this space 
that the United States incorporate Israel 
as the 51st state of the union — which 
once and for all would have ended the 
problem of Israeli insecurity. The 
proposal, for some reason, was not 


seriously debated. The only argument I 
heard against it is that it would not be ac­ 
ceptable to the Israelis on the grounds 
that they would then be represented by 
only two senators, instead of one 
hundred. But surely they could be asked 
to make this sacrifice?

Dear Mr. Crompe: 
A recent article appearing in the Lom­ 
poc Record which came over UPI has 
prompted me to write this letter. The ar­ 
ticle was titled: “Check of Church Buses 
show many in unsafe condition.” 
May I add to this report. Our thanks to 
the California Highway Patrol for their 
inspection program on church buses. 
While the article indicated that this is a 
“new concern” for the C.H.P., it is in 
fact a program that has been active for a 
number of years. Since February, 1974, 
when we went into the “Joy Bus” 
ministry, we have received regular and 
thorough inspections on our buses from 
the C.H.P. We have faithfully followed a 
maintenance program which they 
prescribed, and maintained a driver’s 
log which includes an 18 point check list 
before that bus rolls at any time. Our 
buses are required to stop at all railroad 
crossings The riders are trained to be 
completely silent until the bus has made 
that stop and is across the tracks. In ad­ 
dition to these preventive programs, 
only drivers over 25 may drive our buses, 
having a current medical certificate. 
The insurance companies then have an 
option of accepting or rejecting the ap­ 
plicant based upon these safety 
programs. 


While all these things do not guarantee 
that one could not have some type of ac­ 
cident, we are thankful for the C H P. in­ 
spection program, we are grateful to our 
men who carry on our rigid maintenance 
and safety program, and proud of our ex­ 
cellent driving record.

Politics of 
confirmation 


WASHINGTON (N E A ) - The 
brouhaha inspired by Bert Lance’s finan­ 
cial hanky-panky has produced a 
proposal for far-reaching institutional 
reform in the Senate. The idea has con­ 
siderable merit — but it probably will be 
rejected because of petty politics. 
The innovation is be­ 
ing actively promoted 
by Sens. Abraham A. 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., and 
Charles H. Percy, R- 
111., the chairman and 
ranking m in ority 
member of the Senate 
Governmental Affairs 
Committee, the forum 
for the congressional 
hearings on Lance’s 
activities. 
Ribicoff and Percy • 
note correctly that the . 
Senate currently has no standardized 
qualifications, guidelines, time-tables or 
other requirements for handling the con­ 
firmation of those nominated by the 
President to high government office. 
They seek to bring some needed 
rationality and uniformity to that 
process. 
Specifically, Ribicoff and Percy 
propose the establishment of a new 
Senate office whose staff members 
would conduct independent background 
and financial checks of nominees as well 
as evaluate the reports on background in­ 
vestigations made by the FBI and other 
government agencies 
In theory, that approach is a splendid 
one. In practice, the Senate confirmation 
process is an intensely political one 
which is highly incompatible with 
rationality. 
The dynamics vary, depending upon 
the com mittee, its chairman, his 
relationship with the President, which 
party controls the White House, public 
opinion, the nominee, the nature of the 
job to be filled, and a host of other fac­ 
tors. 
Consider, for instance, the potential 
for embarrassment if the Senate’s in­ 
dependent investigating staff uncovers 
scandalous m a t e r ia l during 
a 
background check, but the committee 
chairman wants only a once-over-lightly 
confirmation proceeding because a) he is 
heavily indebted to the President for a 
recent favor or b) the nominee is a 
protege of the chairman. 
In those hypothetical but not at all im­ 
probable cases, it's quite likely that the 
investigative material would be suppres­ 
sed — thus defeating the very purpose 
for which the special office was es­ 
tablished. 
A cynical view suggests that Ribicoff 
and Percy are offering the reform 
proposal to offset their own humiliation 
in the handling of the Lance affair. 
Both senators, it ought to be recalled, 
were enthusiastic participants in an 
August meeting of the committee at 
which members of the panel sought to 
outdo one another in lavishing praise on 
Lance. 
By Labor Day, however, Ribicoff and 
Percy had reversed themselves and 
were at the White House calling for 
Lance’s removal as director of the Office 
of Management and Budget. 
The two senators note that some 
Senate committees are hobbled by a lack 
of staff members qualified to conduct 
sensitive background investigations. But 
their panel, which performed so poorly 
in the current case, has no such excuse. 
The Governmental Affairs Committee 
includes a subcommittee on permanent 
investigations, whose staff is widely 
reputed to be the toughest group of in­ 
vestigators on Capitol Hill. In past years, 
that subcommittee gained considerable 
fame for its wide-ranging probes of 
organized crime and corrupt labor un­ 
ions. 
The same staff could have conducted a 
thorough investigation of Lance, who 
correctly notes that the committee was 
aware last January of many of the 
questionable practices which were the 
subject of this month’s hearings. 
But no such probe was undertaken 
because the Democrats who control the 
committee initially were very reluctant 
to dig deeply into the background of a 
man who not only had been nominated 
by, but also was a longtime personal 
friend of the President. 
That’s typical of the situations where 
politics is the controlling factor in deter­ 
mining the outcome of a confirmation 
hearing. Until and unless Ribicoff and 
Percy can devise some means of subor­ 
dinating political considerations, their 
proposed new office unfortunately will 
be a useless appendage.
